WMhington, Murcli 27.— Cou- 
grosiman Wheeler tins drawn up an 
amcndmonl to lliu *l>ingly bill which 
he will introduce in a few days. Mr, 
Wlieclcr says that the decision given 
hy Cbicf Justice Poller In leapMM 
to Ibe petition for a rcheariog In Ul. 
income tax case sbows that the Su-

Henderson, Ky., March 2H.— Wa 
ter is still flowing in the cut off be. 
tween this city and Evanarilto, threat 
aning probably a naw era in navign 

tton of tha Ohio. Thia ont off baa 
been threatened at every high water 
since 1884, but not a great deal of 
attantion was paid to it until this 
winter, when, on account of the ice 
dam just below Kvanuville, forest tloeK 
of ice forc-d their way through the 
cut off, acting as a double ahovel in 
widening and deepening tbe channel 
and alao carrying ininienae trece 
before them, and, as a result, thia 
new channel that is forming was cut 
to a depth uf twenty five feet in the 
deepest ptooea and nine feet in the 
ahallowest, and it is sufficiently wide 
to admit of tbe passage of the regular 
Evaaavilto padut. which baa recently 
beaa aceoaBliabad on several trips. 
This cut of! IS a mile and a quarter in 
length and cornea into tbe main chan- 
nel about two miles above this city. 
The rborteet Bounding was ju«t a 
short way after entering tbe cut uti, 
which was nine feet; the next was ten 
teet, and thereafter no bottom could 
be touched. The current ia very 
strongs and from the Ohio Valley 
railway incline, where it leaves the 
ifvar. It is a direct course. The nar- 
rowaat portion of the cut ofl channel 
is at lbs bead, bat Jt to mfficieatly 
wide for the safe handling of a boat. 

The people have been talking for 
the past ten or fifteen years about tbif 
cut oH and the probabilities ot the 
Ohio leaving its channel until they 
almost ceased to fear it, but it cer- 
tainly now presents an alarming 
a-ipect. When the top 8"il aifi play 
i-t cut away there will l>i^ ii!>tLi>.K t' 
otl'-r a reristance to tn.> t'troug a> d 
sweeping current that i, hound t * II iw 
through such a short and airaight 
channel. Should this cut off become 
a reality it will leave 4.000 acies of 
land between it and Evansville, 
owned by tke MoClain eatate, Bona 
Hill, MiM Bennett (Judge Caawell 
Bennett's daughter i and several othera 
with smaller huUlinga. Those own- 
ing the land through which tliin cut 
ofTgoes sre not making any olijectiou 
whatever aa to the Iokh of that much
